houses have profited hundreds of 
m illions of dollars from the flo ta­ 
tion of foreign securities in this 
country since th e w ar was m ade 
public F riday by th e senate finance 
com m ittee. 
The evidence was based on sta tis­ 
tics filed by J. P. M organ an d com ­ 
pany, the N ational city bank, and 
K uhn. Lobe an d com pany in th e 
com m ittee’s recent investigation. 
Johnson Called For Study 
S enator 
Johnson 
(Rep., 
Cal.) 
called for th e study to determ ine 
w hether A m erican bankers were in ­ 
terested in cancellation of foreign 
war debts to protect private loans. 
The com m ittee m ade public a ta ­ 
ble showing th a t $815,467,000 in for­ 
eign bonds, all S outh Am erican, have 
gone into d efau lt w ithin th e past 
year. 
S tate m e n ts showing present 
holdings of th e com panies in for­ 
eign 
sh o rt-term 
securities 
were 
w ithheld. 
M ade Large A ggregate Profits 
T he figures shw oed the N ational 
city com pany, a subsidiary of th e 
N ational city bank, cleared $29,020.- 
604 by p articip atin g in the sale of 
$5,625,912,000 of foreign bonds and 
th a t K uhn, Loeb an d com pany m ade 
a gross profit of $4,224,395 from its 
share in th e sale of $1,158,180,000. 
T he M organ com pany has sold 
$1,807,578,000 of foreign securities, 
but m ade no rep o rt on its profits. 
T he m ass of statistics disclosed 
also th a t banks all over the coun­ 
try w hich p articip ated in selling th e 
bonds m ade large aggregate profits. 
A pproxim ate P rofit Given 
S tatistics on th is phase of the sit­ 
uation were n o t com plete, but th e 
N ational city’s figures showed th a t 
th e total profits for all banks con­ 
cerned 
on 
issues 
it 
originated 
am ounted 
to 
$1,071,955,000, 
were 
$37,560,343. 
A ltogether th is com pany p artici­ 
pated in selling $5,625,912,000 in se­ 
curities. 
If th e sam e rate of profit 
was m ade on th e en tire am ount, 
then A m erican banks profited by 
about $200,000,000. 
M any of th e figures filed by th e 
th ree 
com panies 
overlapped

cause they particip ated jointly in 
some of th e issues.

Indeed, there arc many who 
believe th at the end results of the 
period through which the United 
States and the world is going will 
be highly beneficial,

process be somewhat painful. 
And 
it certainly must be adm itted that 
the esteem in which the dollar has 
been held lately lost some of its 
keenness. 
People have been forced 
to realize th at motley has its limi­ 
tations. This fact has no truer ap­ 
plication than in the field of health,” 
states Doctor Theodore B. Appel, 
secretary of health. 
"The factors th a t constitute the 
foundation for vim, vigor and vital­ 
ity are, generally speaking, still at 
the command of nearly everyone 
Fresh air is not on the gold stand­ 
ard any more th an are good habits, 
exercise and rest. Even food, which 
does take money, takes much less of 
it than in 1929. 
"It follows th a t health is in a 
large measure quite disassociated 
fi om the necessity of a bulging 
pocketbook. 
It is for the man or 
woman who is willing to apply daily 
attention to physical welfare and 
to develop the power to resist the 
alluring tem ptations th a t lead to 
impaired health. 
Gold enters into 
the problem scarcely at all. 
Perhaps it would be wise, there­ 
fore, for the average person to de­ 
vote just a fraction of the atten­ 
tion he is now giving to the state 
of the nation and his bank account. 
to the state of his body. 
Thus, 
when the boom comes, as it is 
bound to do, one will be physically 
fit to get the most out of it from 
ail angles. 
"Just a word of caution, however. 
While economy is justly the fashion 
these days, it perhaps is well to dis­ 
tinguish between the true and the 
false.
